The brief includes a statement that claims under appeal do not stand or fall together, but fails to present reasons in support 
thereof as required under 37 CFR 1.192(c)(7). MPEP § 1206. Examiner notes the provided statement is silent with regard to the 
rejection under which the claims fail to stand or fall together. Rejections under 35 USC 101, 35 USC 1 12, first and second paragraph 
and two rejections under 35 USC 103 have been lodged against the instant claims. Appellant fails to provide any guidance with 
regard to those factors distingushing each claim, or group of claims, one from another for each rejection. Absent guidance, and 
rebuttal arguements supporting the separate patentability of each claim over the rejections of record, the instant Appeal Brief is 
defective.
